Mayor Says He Never-5anc= 


tioned Any Parade on 


Columbus Day 


Mayor "Carroll S. Chaplin of Port- 


lancLand Dr. W. H Witham, one of the 
Ku Klux Klan leaders in that 
city, 


flatly contradicted each other relative 
to permission for the Klan to stage a 
parade there on Columbus Day. In his 
proclamation 
on Saturday, 
Mayor 


Chaplin said that the Klan had not ap- 
plied for permission to parade'on that 
day, while Dr. "\Vilham came back | 
with the statement that 
the Mayor 


told him the Klan might parade if it 
did so without masks. 
He then told 


him to see Chief of Police Irving S. 
Watts, so Dr. "Witham asserted. Dr. 
Witham added that he went to the 
chief and got permission to hold the 
parade. 
"A few days ago,' said 
Dr. 


Witham, "I talked with the Mayor on 
the telephone and he told me not to go 
ahead any more with the plans for a 
parade until I had talked with him. 


"Therefore, 1 feel that his statement, 


that no application had been made to 
him is untrue and unfair, in that 
it 


makes me out a liar in the eyes of the 
organization which I had told that the 
Mayor would permit the parade." 


Mayor Chaplin retorted that it was 


not true that he gave Dr. Witham per- 
mission to hold the parade . He said 
Dr. Witham called on him and told of 
plans to hold a masked parade on Co~ 
lumbus Day. "I told him," said the 
Mayor, "that I objected to the wearing 
of the mask, and that I wouW,,never 
permit it in public at any time. I also 
told him that I did not think much of a 
Klan parade on Columbus Day. 


"I did not consider that 
he "was 


making an application for a permit.
